w'e got our surprize. 

We were told that the question bad 
already been considered, but was not 
carried through, largely because It 
was felt that everyone would want to 
be borrowing it and it would soon be 
demolished, and possibly be in use 
somewhere else when the town want 
ed It And then we heard of this im¬ 
plement and that article of varions 
sizes and uses that had been purchas¬ 
ed for town labor, borrowed by in- 
di>iduals for private use. lost sight of 
by town officials, and then the purch¬ 
ase duplicated. 

Well, the Town had finally been i 
pushed to the limit, and when the 
clamps were stringently pul on the 
borrowing, and sometimes taking even 
without the courtesy of asking; rate¬ 
payers became very discourteous and 
wrathy. and told the officials that it 
was partly their money that bought 
these things and they were sure they 
had a right to use them when and how 
they pleased. 

How such a condition of mind can 
be built up and conscientiously main 
tained is beyond us. Why have a 
Mayor and Council? why hire men to 
supervise the different departments of 
town work and business, if we are 
going to take it upon ourselves to 
get what we want when we want It 
out of the purchases of the town's 
implements, etc., for our own conven¬ 
ience. As well go to Edmonton or to 
Ottawa and demand concessin from 
the Department of Public Works,be¬ 
cause you are a Canadian citizen. 

That you have a share in these 
things no one will deny, and certainly 
every ratepayer should have an in¬ 
terest in Municipal affairs. But we 
should not try to make our personal 
interests paramount to the interests of 
the town with regards to their use; 
and when we do find it convenient to 
borrow a pump, fresno, or any such 
article, have the courtesy to ask the 
proper officials for it, tell him when 
you will return it, and see that It 
la returned at that time. 

If we follow this plan the Council 
may see their way to some needful 
purchases, if they can feel that we 
will not all want to say when and how 
tt shall be used.

A small per* 
centage of coarse grains has still to 
be sown. Manitoba. Seeding Is almost 
completed and all grains are making 
satisfactory headway.

The Millionth Frigidaire 

High explosive bombs crashed for 
an hour above the city of Dayton Ohio 
the other day as the one millionth re¬ 
frigeration unit to be built by Frigid 
aire Corporation came through one 
of its many conveyor lines and em- 
erogd as a finished electric refrigera 
tor, all ready to freeze Ice cubes. 

I Beneath the bomb smoke, flags 
I fluttered from roofs of the factories 
and office building. But there was no 
sounding of whistles to .signal even a 
short shut-down. With the plants far 
behind orders thousands of employees 
^ continued their work, while the steady 
reverberation of bombs marked the 
building of the millionth unit. 

For many weeks three shifts of 
workmen had been ending the fifteen 
great porcelain enamelling funtaces, 
held unvaryingly at 1600 degrees 
Fahrenheit. For weeks and weeks 
other departments had held to the 
same operating schedule. In one day 
134 carloads of finished products were 
shipped from the factories. And on the 
day the millionth unit was completed 
the factories were still farther behind 
orders than they were two months 
earlier. 

The millionth Frigidaire, bearing a 
gold serial plate, was shipped by air¬ 
planes to Atlantic City to be a feat¬ 
ured exhibit at the annual convention 
of the National Electric Light As¬ 
sociation. 

Refrigeration equivalent to 120,000 
tons of melting ice daily is the capac 
ity of the one million units already 
built, according to E. G. Biechler, 
president and general manager of 
the corporation. This ice tonage would 
be suffleent to supply 9,600,000 famil¬ 
ies with 25 pounds of ice daily. 

"There is a vast difference between 
the units of 1917 or even as late as 
1921 and our present models," said 
Mr. Biechler. "Back in 1922 thera 
were but two Frigidaire models, one 
a household cabinet with nine cubic 
feet of storage capacity and the other 
^ with fifteen cubic feet for food stor¬ 
age. The factory price of the lowest 
J priced model, was then $850.00 the 
, lowe.st priced model now sells for only 
one fifth that price at the factory.
